Send cats by Air Express or Railway 
Express to the Pan-American Airways, 
Miami, Fla. They will be shipped to 
Balboa, Canal Zone. I don’t know the 
Air Express rates, but Pan-American 
will charge approximately 50 cents a 
pound from Miami to Panama. If you 
are coming to the Canal Zone by plane, 
there will be no charge for the cats un- 
less you have more than your baggage 
limit.

Often, the Best Opposite Sex Cat 
in a Show is not always the second 
best or even the third best. Therefore 
the Best Opposite award could be ap- 
plied to that large group that seldom 
has an entry receive a high show award. 
We refer to the short hair exhibitors 
(Foreign and Domestics) . 

Since the opposite of long is short, 
why cannot the Best Opposite Cat be 
a short hair cat, when Best Cat in 
the Show is a long hair? And why can- 
not the Best Opposite be a long hair 
cat, when Best Cat in the Show is a 
short hair? 

In the exhibitions today, the short 
hair group often has as many entries 
as the long hair set. This may make for 
better competition and influence the 
owners to show additional cats — long 
and/or short. 


DOUBLE-UP 

You will note that this issue of Cats 
is dated ‘‘September-October.’’

The reader in 
Texas is little concerned if Sweetie Pie, 
a blue Persian in Toronto, presented a 
litter of five kittens, unless Sweetie Pie 
is a nationally famous queen with a 
sectional or All-America ranking. The 
owner who has a cat that answers the 
ringing of a door bell or who is always 
at the door when the mistress arrives 
home, is only spectacular to its owner. 
Cats everywhere do the same thing. 

The same applies to photographs. 
Many readers spend money and take 
painstaking care for a picture or ‘‘snap”’ 
of their pet cat. These are forwarded 
unrequested to Cats for publishing. We 
admit the majority of pictures depict 
lovely cats — perhaps the best in the 
world to the senders and owners! But 
are Cats’ readers interested? 

Cats is not interested in petty news 
notes of ordinary sales of ordinary cats 
and kittens, breedings.of mediocre un- 
known queens, matings of two ordin- 
ary cats.

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RABID CATS? 


— YES! 


By RITA SWENSON 


A disease formerly associated princi- 
pally with dogs has lately been claiming 
the attention of cat lovers. Not breeders 
particularly, but owners of pets that are 
permitted to run unrestricted through 
woods and fields and city streets. This 
disease is rabies (hydrophobia), a con- 
tagious, infectious disease which prac- 
tically always proves fatal. Unlike dis- 
temper and enteritis, the more common 
cat diseases, rabies is characterized by 
extreme nervous tension, a disturbed 
consciousness and later by evidences of 
paralysis. 

Rabies was a known disease even in 
the time of Aristotle but in that day 
was credited with developing spontan- 
eously. Hot food and lack of water were 
supposed to be contributing causes. It 
was left to modern science to discover 
the infectiousness of the saliva by in- 
noculation experiments. In the year 
1879 Galtier studied the disease by in- 
jecting the virus into rabbits, and in 
1880-1881 made immunity tests by 
means of intravenous injections. Pas- 
teur, another scientist that worked ex- 
tensively on rabies, discovered that the 
central nervous system was the point 
where the most concentrated virus was 
found. To Pasteur also goes credit for 
solving the problem of protective vac- 
cination. 

Rabies is a disease known in all parts 
of the world and though almost any 
animal can contract it, it is principally 
the carnivorous animals (cats, dogs, 
wolves and foxes) that transmit it. It 
is the general belief that the virus mul- 
tiplies in the fluids and tissues of the 
body. Though the most concentrated 
form of virus is found in the central 
nervous system, it is also present in the 
salivary glands. 

Rabies is brought about by the bite 
of a rabid animal. In this way the viru- 
lent saliva is introduced through the 
wound opening into the subcutaneous 
tissues, muscles and nerves. Whether 
the bite will develop into rabies or not 
depends upon the size of the wound 
and the virulence of the saliva at the 
time of the bite. (The saliva is most 
virulent immediately after the disease 
has struck.) A large wound presents a

large surface for absorption of the virus; 
a deep but small wound places the virus 
so far below the surface removal is vir- 
tually impossible. A small surface 
would will quite often cleanse itself by 
bleeding, but the large wound inflicted 
by dogs or wolves, and the deep wound 
inflicted by a cat's sharp and pointed 
teeth require sterner measures. In an 
effort to flush out the virus, it is ad- 
visable to cleanse the wound with 
Tincture of Green Soap, the accepted 
treatment by the American Medical As- 
sociation. If this treatment is resorted 
to immediately, an attack of rabies 
might well be averted. Wounds on the 
nose, cheeks and lips of an animal are 
considered most dangerous. Sometimes 
a bitten animal is protected from infec- 
tion by his heavy coat of hair which 
tends to hold out the poisonous saliva. 

The period of incubation is influ- 
enced by three things — the virulence 
of the saliva, the distance between the 
central nervous system and the point of 
infection, and the age of the animal. In 
cats the period of incubation is usually 
brief, with the disease developing more 
rapidly in young animals. 

Rabies in cats is the same as rabies in

When purchasing a kit or cat, make certain that 
you receive two signed papers — a pedigree for at 
‘east three generations, and a registration applica- 
tion. It may be well to inquire if the kit or cat has 
been inoculated for enteritis. If not, then be sure 
to take it to your favorite veterinarian.

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There appears to be a lack of interest 
and study in the breeding and showing 
of Domestic Shorthairs. Classified as 
“domestics,” they have been regarded 
as, and mis-named, “‘alley-cats.’’ True, 
shorthairs have been overshadowed by 
the showier persians and by the stream 
lined and quaint-looking foreign breeds 

The All-America Cattery brings evi- 
dence that there are some very fine do- 
mestics. Although few in number, yet 
there are enough to warrant a greater 
interest being taken in the breeding and 
advancement of true-to-type shorthairs 
in the various classes corresponding to 
the persians 

Many a domestic has been shown that 
was merely a pet as far as the owner 
was concerned, yet it qualified for a 
winner's ribbon 

Particulars of breeding are not known 
as yet, but the animal comes very close 
to the set standard. Through the judge, 
the owner is made cognizant of the ani- 
mal’s qualities and merits, and takes 
an added interest in the pet even to the 
extent of securing a mate of the same 
quality and color to establish a strain, 
thus adding to the Fancy something 
worthwhile in domestics. 

It is often thought that a well-marked 
or solid color domestic shorthair has 
been evolved from a mixed breeding; 
that a persian has figured somewhere 
in the background. There is no place 
for mixed breeds in show circles — and 
rightly so — but if there is no evidence 
of mixed ancestry in the specimen 
shown, the cat is accepted at face value. 
If it attains to championship, it may be 
registered as foundation stock. 

Much harm was done to domestic 
shorthairs in general some years ago be- 
cause of a controversy involving a white 
male of unknown ancestry. This cat 
qualified for its championship, yet was 
barred in several localities because it 
was alleged to be of mixed breeding, 

In the same localities, another strain 
that had knowingly evolved from

mixed breeding, was recognized as true 
shorthairs, and judged on that basis. 
Shorthair exhibitors as a result were 
discouraged, and all domestics, as a re- 
sult, were looked upon with suspicion. 

Of course judges must ever be on the 
alert to detect evidence of mixed breed- 
ing. but if there is none, prejudice 
should not be shown. If evidence of 
mixed breeding cannot be proven, the 
bias should be in favor of the exhibit. 
No judge is qualified in assuming and 
expressing as a fact that a persian had 
figured in the ancestry three or four 
generations back of a domestic short- 
hair that reasonably conforms to what 
is set forth in the standard. 

A well-marked tabby shorthair or a 
solid color is even more striking than a 
persian, and should be promoted and 
given its rightful place in the Fancy. 
In the American shows today, there are 
some very fine silver tabbies, at least 
three red tabbies, and one or two speci- 
mens in the various solids. Can we not 
bring up equally good domestic brown 
tabbies, smokes, blues, etc.? 

The writer does not know of a do- 
mestic shorthair specialty club, unless 
it is in conjunction with a foreign 
shorthair specialty group. This shows 
a definite lack in the Fancy and should 
be remedied. The shorthair makes a 
very fine pet, and is usually hardier 
than the other breeds, easier groomed 
and easier fed. 

Recently, the writer received a phone 
call from an owner of a shorthair do- 
mestic. The cat was described as pure 
white with ‘“‘brassie’’ eyes. I concluded 
it to be a golden-eyed white, and ad- 
vised the owner to enter it in the first 
available show. To my amazement, 
she replied: ““Why, I could not show 
it! This is just an ordinary white cat, 
not a persian!’’ However, I think the 
cat will be shown. 

It is noted in the marked catalogs I 
receive that ‘best domestic shorthair’’

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RABBIT CATS FOUND IN SOUTH ARE CATS 


“Cat-Rabbits’ or ‘“‘Rabbit-Cats”’ 
have been found in the South in two 
widely separated areas. The animals, 
believed to be feline freaks, appear to 
be half-cat and half-rabbit. First of 
these animals was reported at Houma, 
Louisiana; the second at West Palm 
Beach, Florida. 

The Louisiana freak is owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Clifford Hebert of Hou- 
ma, and is one of three of a litter of the 
same thing. At the time of the report 
(July 27), the other two kittens had 
not been “‘domesticated.’’ This litter is 
the offspring of an ordinary housecat 
owned by the cousins of the Heberts. 

The Florida animal is owned by 
Stewart Morgan. 

Both animals are similar in every re- 
spect except that the Louisiana ‘‘cat’’ is

white with gray markings, while its 
Florida replica is jet black. Each has a 
cat's head and features with the legs 
and paws and the powder-puff tail of 
a rabbit. Bunny-Cat, as the Louisiana 
‘feline’ is known, has large gray eyes, 
short ears and the nose, teeth and whis- 
kers of an ordinary cat. Where it re- 
verts to rabbit is in the legs, feet (not 
cat paws) and black bunny cottontail. 
He meows like a cat, and his only diet 
is canned milk. He exhibits no tenden- 
cies for lettuce and carrots, traditional 
rabbit food. The same characteristics 
are noted in the Florida animal. They 
purr. 

Bunny-Cat hops like a rabbit, and 
because of his rabbit-like leg forma- 
tions has an unnatural posture. If he 
stands squarely on all fours like a kit- 
ten, he looks all ‘‘up in the air’’ at the 
back. At other times he will sit up on 
his haunches ‘‘rabbit-fashion,’’ and 
wiggle his cat nose like a bunny. At 
first he would spit at the Hebert dog if 
it ventured too near. 

Cabbit, the West Palm Beach cat, 
has the head, shoulders and forelegs of 
a cat, but just below the shoulder joint 
the spinal column veers to the left and 
“the cat’’ becomes a rabbit. The coat 
is common cat fur about halfway down, 
and the rest of the body is covered with 
the fur, texture of which is like that of 
a rabbit. Cabbit’s tail is nothing but a 
boneless tuft of black fur. The hind 
legs are similar to those of a rabbit, and 
operate ‘‘kangaroo-fashion.”’ 

According to L. J. Barrios, Houma 
veterinarian, ‘‘Bunny-Cat is undoubt- 
edly a freak, but whether he is just a 
deformed kitten or a hybrid cat and rab- 
bit I couldn’t say.’’ The doctor also 
states that he had never heard of a cat 
and rabbit mating. ‘“‘The cat is a car- 
nivorous and the rabbit a pure vege- 
tarian. You almost never find a cross 
between a vegetable-eating and a flesh- 
eating animal. Bunny-Cat is a rare ani- 
mal indeed if his mother is a cat and 
his father a rabbit.”’ 

Dr. James Nelson Cowanloch, biolo- 
gist of the Louisiana State Department 
of Conservation, explains that Bunny- 
Cat is the result of an “‘interference’’ 
with the embryonic development. There 
is a wide variety of chemical and physi-

cal causes which can alter the structure 
of an animal in the embryonic stage. 
He asserts that Bunny-Cat is neither 
cat-rabbit nor a_ rabbit-cat. He has 
‘never seen such an animal... . even a 
picture of one.’’ Dr. Gowanloch de- 
clares that it is not a Manx cat, like 
those developed on the Isle of Man, or 
an atavistic throw-back to a Manx. 

Dr. Edward Hathaway, professor of 
zoology and Dr. Harold Cummins, 
chief of the department of anatomy, 
both of Tulane University, concur in 
the opinion that the freaks are pure cats 
— not part rabbit. Neither authorities 
believe the cat to be a Manx... ora 
South American vischacha, “king-size” 
cousin of a chinchilla, as suggested by 
a Georgia authority. 

Winifred Porter, well-known New 
Orleans breeder of Manx and foreign 
shorthairs, who has bred pedigree stock 
for the Fancy since 1934, states posi- 
tively that the Louisiana animal is “‘all 
cat... not rabbit. The hind quarters 
do have a Manxy silhouette, and the ear 
base is unusually wide like a Manx.”

HITS THE WATER, THEN THE NEWS 


Suzie, the cat who rules at Pier 57 
on the Brooklyn waterfront, chases rats 
seriously. Just like a swinging golfer 
keeps his or her eye on the ball, so does 
Suzie hold a ‘‘bead”’ on a rat 

But several weeks ago Suzie went 
after a rat with such intent that she 
found herself a source of publicity in 
the newspapers of the nation. She 
chased the particular rat so hard that 
when Mr. Rodent dived into the ocean 
to get away from her, Suzie went sail 
ing into the deep blue sea also 

When she came up she found herself 
under the pier. She scrambled on a 
crossbeam slightly above high level and 
there she remained until rescued by a 
workman, Caramico Arnao, who got 
her on an improvised belly-raft after 
six hours of labor 

Suzie is known as “‘Queen of the 
Ratters’’ along the Brooklyn water- 
front. Her record for the day of her de 
mise was eight giant rats, vouched for 
by no less than twenty longshoremen. 
Naturally the entire 20 took to rescu- 
ing the Queen when they learned of her 
sudden dousing, and the possibility of 
a watery grave in the offing. 

Suzie is an unusually large cat and 
hails from Pakistan province of India 
with intermediate stops in the Pacific, 
the Canal Zone and finally Pier 57, 
Brooklyn. 

When rats see Suzie they run! Her 
first week on the job resulted in a record 
of 10 rats killed. During the day she 
“hit’’ the newspapers and the water 

she had killed eight rats in four

(AA-47), red peke-face female: ““The 
story about Charrene appeared in our 
papers before the Magazine arrived. I 
was surprised because the editor once 
told me, ‘If it is about dogs I would 
print it, but I don’t like cats.’ You can 
imagine my surprise when my husband 
asked me if I had seen tonight’s paper.”’ 

Eleanor Booth Simmons, whose New 
York Sun column on cats is known 
throughout the East, devoted full space 
to the AA selections, commenting in 
particular on the New York State win- 
ners. 

To illustrate how the _ publicity 
““snow-balled,’’ the following portion 
of a letter from Dr. L. H. Fairchild, 
Carlsbad, Calif., is offered, ‘‘The arti- 
cle about the All-America appeared in 
The San Diego Tribune-Sun. The story 
was copied in The Oceanside Blade 
Tribune the following day, and this 
made a greater circulation of the story.” 

Many stories in the newspapers were 
aired on the radio. The United Press 
service wire for radio news carried the 
Eastern winners and Cat of the Year 
for the network of stations in the area 
subscribing to the service.

These figures seem fantastic when it 
comes to sending kittens to new homes 
in comfortable quarters, yet that is what 
you can do in this age of modern travel 

Our recent trip with a kitten to an 
air terminal in San Diego was a pleasant 
one and we were so kindly received 
that it was an experience we shall long 
remember. The air-freight offce han- 
dled our business quickly and was glad 
to receive a cat for shipping. Kitten and 
carrier for the trip weighed exactly nine 
pounds and the cost of the trip for this 
kitten to its new home in Tallahassee, 
Fla. was approximately $6.50. We were 
informed that if we had had another 
kitten to ship to the same destination 
on that day we could have shipped it 
with no extra cost for the rate was fig- 
ured on the first 25 pounds. 

Could we insure the kitten? Certain- 
ly! The terrific sum of fifteen cents was 
the cost of $100.00 insurance! This is 
indeed a contrast to other travel insur- 
ance that we have paid in the past. 

The big Air-Freighters travel on 
regularly scheduled flights and the kit- 
ten travels in the forward section of 
the plane. The compartment is the same 
temperature as that in the cabin, so 
there is ample heat for safe travel of the 
animal in any kind of weather. There 
was a 20% reduction in the cost of Air- 
Freight on August 1, so that the cost 
of shipping will be even lower than the 
amount at this writing 

It has been our experience inthe years 
of shipping kittens to other parts of the 
country that the kitten seldom eats any 
food for the first 24 hours. Therefore, 
it is unnecessary to send food along with 
the kitten’s carrier. We do send instruc- 
tions, pasted plainly on the carrier, to 
feed the kitten its customary food (giv- 
en in detail, too) ; and water in case of 
a “‘layover’’ and so delay in arrival at 
its destination. 

Many dogs are being transported by 
air and we are told that some cats and 
dogs have been shipped over seas, par- 
ticularly to Germany, to American Ser- 
vice families there. 

It is very important that the kitten 
being shipped is in good physical con- 
dition and that it is free of any disease 
or contagion. Vaccination against infec- 
tious gastro-enteritis is certainly to be 
advised before shipping. A veterinari- 
an’s certificate of health is sent with 
each kitten along with the shipping pa- 
pers.

is never indicated. The fact is discour- 
aging to owners of winning shorthairs, 
and a reflection on the integrity of 
judges and show officials. The same 
entry fee is charged for a domestic 
shorthair as for other breeds. The same 
care should be given publicizing the 
wins made by the domestic as is given 
to winning persians, siamese and other 
foreign shorthairs. 

If some brave fancier produces a per- 
fect domestic shorthair, and some braver 
judge considers it Best Cat in Show, 
there will certainly be a revolution in 
the Fancy. The judge would either be 
barred forever, or else be acclaimed the 
greatest judge that ever lived! 

We wonder! 

In conclusion may I state that I am 
not extolling the domestic over the per- 
sian and foreign breeds, but sincerely 
feel that the domestic has been too long 
a filler to make up the shows. The merits 
of the shorthairs have not been given 
recognition they deserve, simply be- 
cause they are in the minority.

dogs. At the beginning of the disease 
the animal shows a slight change in 
habits and disposition, later growing 
irritable and gloomy, avoiding noise 
and companionship. The reflex excit 
ability is, in this stage, already making 
itself felt. 

In the second stage the nervous ten 
sion is more marked, the unrest and ex 
citement attaining a higher degree than 
in the first stage. The cat seeks a dark 
place, expressing by constant crying a 
more aggressive behavior. If not con- 
fined, during the characteristic attacks 
of rage (which are followed by periods 
of depression) they will attack both 
animals and humans which come in 
their way, biting and clawing and in 
flicting painful and serious wounds with 
teeth and claws 

In the latter stages of the disease, 
symptoms of paralysis appear, the cat 
growing hoarse due to paralysis of the 
vocal cords, and two to four days fol 
lowing the appearance of the first symp 
toms, paralysis of the hind. parts is 
noted. The animal dies within a brief 
period, usually in convulsions 

Not many months ago one of the 
eastern states suffered a serious outbreak 
of rabies, so serious that schools were 
closed in an effort to protect the chil- 
dren from the hordes of rabid animals 
In infected areas it is strongly recom 
mended that cats running free be pro 
tected with vaccine which has been pot 
ency tested by the Habel mouse test 
Only in this way can one be sure of his 
cat's safety 

Though, as stated previously, rabies 
is not a breeders’ problem, it IS a threat 
to the average pet owner. Though vac 
cination must occur twice a year for 
protection in infected areas, the cost is 
negligible compared with the satisfac 
tion derived from seeing his cat immune 
to this dread disease
